Secretary James Watt today consolidated 
non-financial onshore activities into the 
Bureau of Land Management (BLM), 
abolished the Interim Minerals Manage- 
ment Service (MMS) to the jurisdiction of 
the Assistant Secretary for energy and 
minerals. The Minerals Management 
Service, created last January 19, will 
retain full responsibility for the entire 
offshore leasing and production program 
and will gain complete control of Mineral 
Royalty Management, onshore as well as 
offshore. 


BLM employees associated with 
royality management functions in BLM 
will be identified and assigned later to 
MMS.

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New Rules for 
training issued 


New rules for purchasing training weie 
issued on October 1, 1982. 


If the total tuition cost of a training 
course exceeds $500, regardless of the 
number of people attending, Program 
Training Leaders must provide a just- 
ification for sole source, non-competative 
procurement. 


Items in the justification might include 
why the course is unique, why it is sup- 
erior over other courses, if other courses 
are available and any savings to the gov- 
ernment that might occur. 


To help process training requests 
adequately, all Requests for Training- 
OF-182- should be submitted through the 
proper channels at Jeast six weeks prior to 
the course.

Under the reorganization, BLM will 
have responsibility for environ-mental 
review of onshore mineral activities; 
resource classification and geoscientific 
and economic evaluation of leasable 
mineral tracts; issuance of leases and 
permits; and approval and direct super- 
vision (inspection and enforcement pro- 
grams) of both pre- and post-lease explor- 
ation and development operations. These 
responsibilities will provide for the extrac- 
tion of such minerals by methods that 
minimize waste of resources and damage 
to the environment and lead to maxi- 
mum recovery and conservation of 
the resource. 


MMS will have responsibility of 
royalty management including those 
mineral revenue management activities 
currently within the BLM. In addition, 
the MMS will continue to exercise re- 
sponsibility for offshore leasing.
